PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


Thfc (V?l>t of Nevada eounty is $95,­ 
240 77. 
The Yoln Democrat lias commenced 
Its seventh volume. 
Two inches of snow fell at Eureka, 
Nevada, on the 24th Instant. 
There are 300,099 grape vines grow­ 
ing at the Old Mission, San Jose. 
Saeriste, Elliot A Co. have establish­ 
ed a branch house at Anaheim. 
Eugene city, Oregon, is having a 
Eniversity built at a cost of 875,000. 
Two hundred acres with tobacco 
Will be phinted this season in Tillare 
county. 
The motto of the Santa Cruz grange 
is “ Go slow and keep in the middle of 
the road.” 
Alterations are being made in Stage 
and Express Companies offices at San­ 
ta Barbara. 
Professor John I*. Morgan of New 
York, is opening a singing sehool for 
the Barbareiios. 
Four specimens of the Calaveras big 
trees have been set out on the ( ’apitol 
grounds at Sacramento. 
Lehigh coal has been discovered in 
.Monterey county, and a company Is 
being formed to work the mine. 
John C. Grant, a farmer living near 
Healdsburg, raised this year 135 tons 
of potatoes from 30 acres of land. 
The Santa Clara Valley Agricul­ 
tural Society took in 815,571 12 at its 
last fa ir, and the cost was $11,649 74. 
Eureka, Nevada, is rapidly recover­ 
ing from its last disastrous'fire. The 
new Sentinel building was finished last 
Tuesday. 
D. Tuttle of Pajaro Valley this year 
cultivated eighteen acres in beans, and 
obtained a yield therefrom of 43,975 
pounds. 
Alameda flats are well salted, 18,000 
tons of salt having been collected (hir­ 
ing the past year in the salt marshes of 
that county.

We are ready for such 
changes. But if their lenders are on­ 
ly to make up another ring to secure 
lucrative positions for themselves, 
then, speaking for one, yes, for mil­ 
lions, I prefer the old set “ who Have 
already got their gold watches.” Bet­ 
ter a cloyed and pampered aristocracy, 
than to he at tne mercy of an ever 
ravenous and hungry rabble. Though 
in real life doubtless the one evolves

sense tends to abate both. But some 
one says, “ the cost of living has in-

creased so much since W ashington’s 
tim e—his fifty cents would buy more 
than my dollar.” That’s a lie! Jean 
dress better, feed myself better, and 
know more, for fifty cents, than W ash­ 
ington could for a dollar. Else our 
genuine civilization would be a mis­ 
take and a fraud—as it is not, by a 
long chalk. 
It is a watchful and ex­ 
travagant heathenism wherever you 
find it—not Christian civilization— 
that costs so much, and demands the 
duplication of salaries. Heathenism, 
I said, but wise men in all ages have 
rejected double pay as a remedy for 
public ills. 
It is a mistake to suppose that large 
pay wins the love, or even the respect 
of any one, at bottom. Quite the con­ 
trary; it is sure to excite jealousy, an­ 
imosity and hatred. Once or twice, 
years ago, I thought—as everybody 
appeared to—that big pay was a win­ 
ning card, and struck for it. It very 
soon occurred that my services were 
not needed. That is the way it will 
end with the Patrons, unless they ad­ 
dress themselves unselfishly to hard 
work, content with small 
wrages. 
The President’s good angel should have 
told him to refuse the double salary; 
good sense should have told him that 
a nation just done fighting with itself, 
must come out from the scratch poorly 
enough, no m atter how much figures 
are made to swell its wealth. Big 
pay has consumed the substance of 
many a nation, and we half christian­ 
ized Yankees are wrestling against it 
at arm ’s length, when we should take 
a close hug with it to our bosoms. 
Jesus refused emoluments in toto, and 
the nation is dying for patriotic pub­ 
lic men, who will follow his example.

GOLD 
IN 
LOS 
ANGELES 
COUNTY. 


Til* Sm Gabriel Mining District. 
Los Angeles county, famed far and 
wide for its orange groves and vine* 
yards, Its magnificent valleys, and 
great agricultural resources, lias not 
received tfoo credit for its mineral re­ 
sources to which it is entitled. That 
this neglect may be remedied, we 
have lately caused a thorough exam­ 
ination to be made of the mines of 
this eoanty by a special reporter, with 
the intention of giving our mining in­ 
terests thy prominence they deserve, 
and herewith present the first result 
of his investigations, the field chosen 
being 
THE SAX OABHIEL MIMINtt DISTRICT. 
The cation of the San Gabriel river, 
in which are located the principal gold 
mines of this section of the State, is 
in the Sierra Madre mountains, in 
the eastern part of the county. The 
mouth of the eafion is about twenty 
miles from Los Angeles, and the gold 
is found in the bed of the river, and in 
gravel beds along both sides of the 
cation for a distance of nearly thirty- 
five miles. 
The first discovery of gold of which 
we have any account, was made by 
Captain Hanniger, a citizen of San 
Gabriel Mission, where he still lives. 
The principal deposits were found in 
the immense gravel beds along the 
sides of the cafion, in some places at 
the water’s edge, and in others as 
much as four hundred feet above, left 
there when it was a rushing torrent 
many times its present size. As soon 
as the existence of gold in paying 
quantities was fully established, there 
was the usual rush of miners, and in 
the following year of 1859, the eafion 
presented a busy scene, not less than 
six hundred men being busily employ­ 
ed, digging out the precious ore. A few 
of the miners worked in the riverbed, 
none of them however doing more 
than to turn over the surface gravel, 
while the great bulk of the force devo­ 
ted their time to the gravel hills along 
the sides of the cafion. These were 
usually worked by drifting or tunnel­ 
ing, the pay dirt being wheeled out to 
the mouth of the tunnel and dumped 
down the hill-Bide to the water s edge, 
where it was afterwards washed out. 
During this time we believe one small 
ditch.was constructed, and a little was 
done at ground-sluicing, but the great 
bulk of the miners were inexperienced 
hands, and worked with the primitive 
qpphances then in use. The busy 
days of these mines continued till the 
Winter of 1863, when the small pox 
broke ont and raged with unusual ma­ 
lignity among the miners. Of course 
every one left that was able to get 
away, and about this time the Arizona 
discoveries having excited public at­ 
tention to the greatest pitch, the cafion 
was practically deserted. While no 
large fortunes were acquired in these 
mines, it is doubtful whether, in any 
other locality on the coast, the returns 
were more uniformly certain and sat­ 
isfactory, the miners almost always 
making fair wages. There arc no 
means at hand of ascertaining the 
yield of the mines during these four 
or five years, but from the meagre fig­ 
ures attainable, it is known that sev­ 
eral millions of treasure were taken 
out, over two millions of dollars hav­ 
ing passed through the hands of Los 
Angeles dealers alone. 
For some years after the desertion of 
the eafion in 1863, the mines were un­ 
worked save at intervals by a few 
Mexicans, who would dig out a little 
gold, and then descend into the valley 
to expend their gains. 
THE REVIVAL OF INTEREST 
dates from the fall of 1870, and is due 
to the enterprise of our own citizens. 
On the 7th of October in that year W. 
W. Woodman located a claim, and 
finding that the records of the old 
mining district were destroyed, and 
the district itself entirely abandoned, 
organized the present San Gabriel dis­ 
trict. The mines had been previously 
reached by a pack trail, during the dry 
season following the cafion, and in the 
winter through the mountains, all the 
supplies being taken in on mules, lie- 
cognizing the necessity of better means 
of communication, Mr. Woodman be­ 
gan the construction of a wagon road, 
and in a short time succeeded so far as 
to make it possible to transport lum­ 
ber up the cafion, for use in improving 
his claim. About this time Mr. Wood­ 
man associated with him Wm. Fergu­ 
son, C. C. Higbie and H. Crow, of this 
city, and formed the Ban Gabriel Min­ 
ing Company; and on the first of Jan­ 
uary, 1871, tney began the construc­ 
tion of their ditch. The following 
spring, Henry Roberts, also an old cit­ 
izen of the county, ana & miner in ’63, 
began the improvement of his claim, 
getting his hydraulic works in opera­ 
tion in December. 1871. Roberts also 
expended some labor and funds on the 
wagon road, putting it in pretty good 
shape for some 20 miles. 
THE PRINCIPAL CLAIMS 
now worked are six in number, viz: 
Patterson A Hawley, containing 80 
acres; Caitey & Co., 40; Roberts & Mnt- 
fleld, 80; Ban Gabriel Mining Co., 160; 
Baker & Austin, 80, and the North 
Fork, 40 acres. All these claims are 
worked by the hydraulic process, the 
ditcher varying from two and a half to 
three and a half miles long—except 
the North Fork ditch, which is six 
miles long—and costing from HO,000 
to $20.000 each. Work is not being 
C 
shed with much vigor, the mines 
ving been bonded to Messrs. Buell & 
Bateman, of Ban Francisco, for sale in 
England. 
, 
MR. ROBERTS 
is working five men on his claim, and 
Buell A Bateman are working 10 men 
in each of the North Fork and Ban Ga­ 
briel mines, and altogether there are 
about 40 men employed. This quiet 
state of affairs cannot last long, the 
time for which the claims were bonded 
having nearly expired. In case the 
contemplated sale is effected, a com­ 
pany will be formed with ample capi­ 
tal, and the mines will be worked to 
their utmost capacity. Should the ne­ 
gotiations foil, the individual owners 
of the claims are prepared to prosecute 
the work of mining vigorously; so let 
the result be as it may, the coming 
season will be the most busy and pros­ 
perous since the mines were opened. 
OK TH E RICHNESS OF THESE MINES 
there can be no doubt. From the bead 
of the cafion to the mouth, a distance 
of about 33 miles, gold is found in pay­ 
ing quantities, even when washed in 
the most primitive style; and with the 
hydraulic process,washing down thou­ 
sands of tone of gravel In a day, the re­ 
sult cannot he otherwise than satisfac­ 
tory. Water for mining is plentiful 


during the greater part of the year,and 
in the dryest season the river affords 
over 1,200 Inches. With the facilities 
for forming reservoirs, there need be 
little difficulty in keeping the works 
moving. Another important advan­ 
tage these mines possess, lies in the 
beautiful climate. There is no snow, 
and no eold weather to interfere with 
the operations of the miner, in many 
of the mines of this eoast, work is sus­ 
pended during the greater portion of 
the year; but here the winter is the 
pleasantest season for operations, a 
lew white frosts being the nearest ap­ 
proach to eold weather that is expe­ 
rienced. 
Whatever disposition is made of the 
claims now open, there isstill ample 
room for capital and enterprise. Some 
of theclaims located can still be bought 
at a reasonable price; a good many of 
them have already lapsed, on account 
of non-complianee with the require­ 
ments of the mining laws, ami still 
more will soon become vacant tor the 
same reason. All that is needed to 
make this one of the most important 
districts in the State, is.capital and 
enterprise, and no great length of time 
will elapse, before every foot of the 
cafion from head to mouth will be 
worked. 
As before mentioned, but little has 
been done at working the river bed. 
In the opinion of mining experts, this 
offers the most tempting field to the 
miner, and preparations are already 
being made to test its richness, with 
every indication of a favorable result. 
Tlius it will be seen that there is an 
extensive field for operations, prom­ 
ising work for a large force for many 
years to come. The ease with which 
one can combine the comforts and ele­ 
gances of a home in our magnificent 
climate with the business of mining, 
will always be an inducement to in­ 
vest in these mines. One can live in 
the valley close enough to supervise 
operations, and surround himself with 
orange groves, and even in the mines, 
right under the ditches that supply 
the works, we find fruit trees flourish­ 
ing, and the miners enjoying dainties 
of their own raising, that in the At­ 
lantic Btates can only be produced in 
hot bouses. 
• Though heretofore only visited by 
the adventurous gold hunter, the cafion 
affords a tempting field for the sports­ 
man and tourist, and we wonder that 
it has not already become a popular 
resort. For more than thirty miles 
the river, a clear and beautiful moun­ 
tain stream brawling over its rocky 
bed, cleaves its way through towering 
mountains, whose" tops almost shut 
out the light of day, and presenting at 
every turn scenes of unusual beauty. 
Above the ditches the stream is filled 
with speckled trout, and the tributary 
cafions afford rare sport for the hunt­ 
er, deer, mountain sheep and even 
grizzlies being often met with, while 
small game is quite plenty. At the 
“ Narrows” about twenty-five miles 
from the mouth, the river flows 
through perpendicular walls of granite 
several hundred feet in height, and 
scarcely twenty feet apart. Surround­ 
ed by tall mountains, breathing the 
pure invigorating air, and subsisting 
on mountain trout, venison and quail, 
the languid Eastern tourist might find 
a pleasant home in the summer 
months, anil one that would present a 
strong contrast to the level plains 
around the city, with their orange 
groves and tropical flowers.

es out, sm iling w ith perpetual ver­ 
dure, whilst

lays below dotted w ith elegant resi­ 
dences and bloom ing w ith vineyards 
and fair orange groves. 
You know I

proprietor and editor of the Southern 
Cnlifornkw.

oranges off it.” T his young gentle­ 
man and his brother were both left or­ 
phans on the death of Major Strobel. 
They are very m uch beloved in A na­ 
heim, and the elder boy has all the 
dignity and the ability to m anage an 
estate, of m any m en of twice his age. 
Coming back, th e country (teemed 
more than ever like a vast estate, 
owned l\y some potentate, in a high 
state of cultivation.

H olm an nom inated S. S. C ox; who 
said he was not a candidate.

Blaine to the chair, when he m ade a 
short address, thanking the House for 
the honor conferred. Davis, the senior 
m em ber of the House adm inistered 
the oath of office to the Speaker, who 
thereupon proceeded to swear in the 
members. A bout fifty Southern mem­ 
bers, am ong them Stephens, of Geor­ 
gia, who were unable to take the iron­ 
clad oath, took th e modified oath. 
Delegates from 
Territories were 
called, and all except Canhon, of Utah, 
were sworn. 
Sargent introduced a resolution in­ 
structing the Com m ittee on Com­ 
merce to inquire as to the expedi­ 
ency of the appointm ent by th e Uni­ 
ted States of a Commission, part to 
be appointed by the State of Cali­ 
fornia, to exam ine and report upon the 
expediency of protecting the harbor 
of San Francisco by the construction 
of a sea wall, the United States to as­ 
sist in the work.

Nom inations will be sent to tile Sen­ 
ate tomorrow. 
W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 2. 
President G rant’s message has been 
received. 
In it he speaks of our great 
national prosperity, and of the late 
financial crisis, which has brought 
low the fortunes of so m any persons. 
H e believes th at political purtizanship 
has alm ost ceased to exist, especially 
in the agricultural districts. 
H e al­ 
ludes to the capture on the high seas of 
the Virginius, a vessel carrying our 
flag, w hich for the tim e threatened the 
most serious consequences, and states 
th a t the difficulty is in course of peace­ 
ful settlem ent. 
Referring to our rela­ 
tions w ith the rest of the world, he 
states th a t we are on the most friendly 
term s w ith all the other nations. He 
speaks favorably of the showing made 
by the A m erican exhibitors a t Vien­ 
na. 
H e is pleased to announce th at 
the Em peror of China had recently re­ 
ceived diplom atic representatives of 
the W estern Powers in person, and 
some progress lias been made in the 
suppression of th e Coolie trade. 
He 
thinks th a t further legislation on this 
subject m ay be necessary. 
H e trans­ 
m its an application from the republic 
of San Domingo to the United States, 
requesting them to exercise a protec­ 
torate over th at island, bu t m akes no 
recommendation in th at case. 
H e in­ 
vites the earnest and special attention 
of Congress to the existing laws of the 
United States in regard to the rights of 
Am erican citizens abroad. 
H e is anx­ 
ious th a t Congress should point out the 
way in w’hich Am erican citizens m ay 
elect to adopt another nationality when 
residing in foreign countries, in case 
they should desire to renounce their 
allegiance to this governm ent. The 
President advises forbearance on our 
part in the question of claims against 
Venezuela under the award of 1866. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Dec. 2. 
The steam er Juniata, from H avana, 
reports th at the V irginius was still 
afloat when she left H avana on Tues­ 
day last. 
All vessels arriving at H a­ 
vana had fall cargoes of flour. 
Fifty 
thousand barrels had been ordered 
from New Orleans.

W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 2. 
Tne President refers at length to af­ 
fairs in Cuba, and says the pro-slavery 
party there is arraying itself more 
and m ore against the home govern­ 
ment, and com m itting acts a t vari­ 
ance w ith the principles of justice and 
right. 
H e hopes the evil will be at 
last broken. H e gives the history of 
the V irginius affair and denounces the 
acts of the Spanish authorities, and 
appeals to the judgm ent and patriot­ 
ism of the people to support his pol­ 
icy of placing th e Navy on a w ar foot­ 
ing, and recomends two am endm ents 
to the C onstitution to perm it execu­ 
tive approval of so much of any 
measure passing Congress us he may 
deem proper, w ithout approving all, 
and th a t Congress shall not legislate 
during the last twenty-four hours of 
the session, and further to provide th at 
in case of an extra session Congress 
shall confine itself to measures for 
which the session may 
have been 
called, or to such as the executive m ay 
subiplt to it during the session. 
He 


recommends strict economy and says 
it may as well commence with appro­ 
priations for public buildings, in ap­ 
propriations tor river nnd harbor im ­ 
provem ents in those localities w here 
they are of but little benefit to gen­ 
eral commerce, and in fortifications 
and claim s for losses suffered during 
the rebellion. 
He snys the proper cir­ 
culating m edium is specie, and still 
says the panic has proved th at the 
currency is based on the credit of th e 
country nnd Is the best ever devised. 
H e dwells at length on the panic and 
its lessons, and directs attention to 
several remedies, which lie says can 
bo secured by proper legislation, rela­ 
tive to N ational Banks. The m atter 
of cheap transportation requires atten­ 
tion, and measures toward th at end 
will receive his approval; also recom­ 
mends legislation for th e protection of 
our shipping interests. 
The suspension of J. H. H errick & 
Co., cotton and produce m erchants, is 
announced. 
The m em bers of the bar will m eeton 
Thursday to protest against the action 
of Judge Davis in relation to Tweed's 
counsel and Stokes’jurors. 
The London Hour says it lias trust­ 
worthy inform ation th a t by the pri­ 
vately expressed wish of Pius IX, cardi­ 
nals have been in consultation and se­ 
lected Cardinal Pecei, the Archbishop 
of Perugia, for the next Pope. H e was 
born in 1810, and became a cardinal in 
1852; is a hard-w orking bishop, and is 
called an ultra-m ontane, but would no 
doubt live on term s of am ity with the 
Italian G overnm ent. 
Even the free- 
th inkers of Italy greatlv respect Cardi­ 
nal Pecei.

T he W rerk of th e V illa de H avre -A 
D readful Keene 
M ayor Otis' In ­ 
au gu ral. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , Dec. 2. 
Further particulars of the wreck of 
the steam er Viile de H avre have been 
received. 
The survivors attach no 
blam e to the officers of the L achinefor 
the catastrophe, but say they did all 
th at was possible to prevent a sacrifice 
of life. T heL aehine was very badly 
damaged. 
H er bowsprit was entirely 
gone, and a great hole was cut in her 
above the w ater line. The passengers 
of the Viile de H avre say th at Capt. 
Surm ount, during m any days of fog, 
took every precaution and was con­ 
stantly on the deck of the steam er. No 
one explains how the collision occur­ 
red. A passenger says the men, wo­ 
men nnd children rushed on deck in 
th eir night clothing, and all was con­ 
fusion. The Lachine’s bow had cut a 
fissure in the deck of th e Viile de H a­ 
vre 12 feet deep, and the iron plating of 
her side was crushed for a distance of 
30 yards. Most of the passengers were 
too scared to save themselves. M any 
prayed, and m any lay down in the 
calmness of utter despair. Some, hear­ 
ing the w ater pouring into the ship, 
never left their state rooms. 
W hole 
families thus went down together. 
Among the survivors was one lady, 
whose husband and four children had 
{ 
lerished in the sea; one young m an 
ost his father, m other and sister, and 
another gentlem an 
lost his sister, 
whom he was taking to France for her 
health. Mrs. Spofford, of Chicago, lost 
three children and a nurse. She sank 
w ith the vessel, but floated again and 
was pieked up. 
The V iile de H avre was insured in 
London for 890,000. 
The survivors 
reached Bristol in safety. The purser 
says the steam er was struck on the 
starboard side, and the m ainm ast and 
rigging were carried away. The long­ 
boat was not crushed on deck, but af­ 
ter being lowered the m izzenm ast fell 
upon it and killed nearly nil its occu- 
punts. 
The m ainm ast* fell after the 
mizzen, toppling over on deck, killing 
ing m any persons in a few mom ents, 
and thekstcainer commenced to sink 
am id the great disorder and terror. 
The scene was too dreadful to be de­ 
scribed. The a ir was rent with shrieks, 
but some were heard to say, calmly, 
‘‘As we m ust die, let us die nobly!” 
I 
undressed myself w ith a companion, 
jum ped overboard and swam toward 
the Lachine, then half a mile distant. 
As I left I heard the shipcreaking,and 
looking around saw her go down w ith 
one plunge. For a m om ent the shrieks 
were terrible, then all was silent. The 
captain rem ained on the Viile de H a­ 
vre during the scene, and w ent down 
w ith the ship. 
He was picked up an 
hour afterward. 
George Treat, owner of Thad Ste­ 
vens, says he will perm it th at horse 
to enter for the S2.000 purse at Oak­ 
land next week. 
It is thought by 
m any th a t Joe Daniels will also be en­ 
tered for this race. 
The inaugural of Mayor Otis was de­ 
livered at a late hour last night. 
H e 
sketches a vigorous progressive policy 
for the city in every departm ent of her 
governm ent; th in k s the police force 
should be increased and suggests th at 
no more wooden pavem ents be put 
down, but th at Belgium or granite 
pavem ent be used; recommends th a t 
the city front and Mission bay be 
opened to commerce by a system which 
shall give no monopoly of privileges 
to any particular company or oruiuii- 
zation of m en. T hat facilities for all 
should be secured. Thinks the city 
ought to be divided into tw enty Super­ 
visorial districts. 
In conclusion, be 
asked th e new Board to be guidon by 
one m otive alone: Consideration for 
the public good. 
Mayor Aivord’s valedictory was an 
able review of afl’airs during his term 
and contained m any valuable sugges­ 
tions for the future. The messages 
will be printed.
